Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  hon.our  to  present  the  iinnual  Report  on  the  work 
of  the  Dover  Port  Health  i^uthority  for  the  year  1956,  which 
report  has  been  prepared  on  the  lines  indicated  in  the  Ministry  of 
Health  Circular  33/52  dated  6th  Hovemtaer,  1952. 

The  progressive  increase  noted  during  the  post-war  years  in 
the  amount  of  shipping  entering  the  port  has  continued,  and 
figures  for  the  year  in  respect  of  both  tonnage  and  number  of 
vessels,  compared  with  those  recorded  for  1946,  have  shown  an 
increase  of  over  100  per  cent.,  while  passenger  traffic  has 
increased  four-fold  during  the  same  period. 

The  incidence  of  infectious  disease  in  ships  arriving  at  the 
port  during  the  3^ear  showed  no  unusual  .features  and,  in  spite  of 
many  refugees  arriving  from  Hungary  and  Egypt  towards  the  end  of 
the  year,  nothing  unto'^vard  in  the  way  of  epidemic  or  guarantinable 
disease  was  encountered. 

Although  more  ship  inspections  were  carried  out  than  during 
1955s  no  nuisances  or  defects  requiring  notices  v/ere  found. 

There  v/as  a considerable  increase  in  the  amount  of  food- 
stuffs imported  compared  vdth  imports  in  recent  years.  Details  of 
consignments  and  results  of  inspections  are  described  in  the 
Section  on  Pood  Inspection. 

Medical  Inspection  of  Aliens  sho-.ved  a further  increase  in 
numbers  of  aliens  arriving,  but  the  main  burden  of  the  work  v/as 
in  the  spread  of  scheduled  arrivals  which,  at  times,  covered 
practically  v/hole  twenty-four  hour  periods  during  the  summer 
season. 

I have  to  thank  H.  M.  Customs  and  Immigration  Authorities, 
British  Railways  and  other  Departments  associated  \/ith  the  \¥ork 
of  t he  Fort  Health  Department  for  their  co-operation  and  assistance 
during  the  year.

The ' samples  were  free  from  benzoate  preservative  and 
injurious  metallic  contamination.  Sulphite  preservative 
was  present  to  the  extent  of  30  parts  per  millions  cal- 
culated as  sulphur  dioxides  in  Sample  No,  8s  and  the 
amount  was  within  the  limit  set  by  the  Preservatives 
Regulations;  Samples  6 and  7 were  free  from  sulphite 
preservatives.  Samples  Nos,  6 and  7 ’were  darker  than  ^ 
the  normal  product.  No.  7 moreso  than  No.  6;  the  Public 
Analyst  remarked  that  No,  7 appeared  to  have  been  over- 
cooked and  that  some  of  the  sugar  had  been  converted 
into  caramel  \¥hich  could  have  coloured  the  cherries.
